York, July 19—When 
the 


writ is argued in the Supreme court 
tomorrow to show cause why Former 
Judge Olcott's law firm 
does

turn over TO Clifford W. Hartridge, 
newly appointed counsel for Harry 
Thaw, all the papers in the case, the 
lines of difference that have arisen 
between Thaw, his 
mother, Mrs. 


Wm. Thaw, and counsel over the na- 
ture of the defense will be made 
plain. Thaw this morning was just 
as determined as ever that he should 
go before the jury as a sane man anil 
fight for his liberty- His mother is 
equally determined 
that a commis- 


sion should be appointed to inquire 
into his sanity and. has re-engaged. 
Olcott's firm to conduct the case. 


Mrs. 
Thaw will see her son today 


and plead with him to consent to the 
submission of an insanity plea. Jn 
the event of Thaw's final refusal, 
Mrs. Thaw as a mother and relative, 
would have the right to as"k for the 
appointment of a,-commission. Neith- 
er Thaw nor Hartridge could prevent 
this Drove, though with 
the aid of 


District Attorney Jerome, it would 
very likely be successfully blocked. 


Wiien Thaw learned definitely yes- 


terday that there was no doubt that 
his mother had re-engaged Olcott and 
that it was still The plan to have him 
declared insane, he sent at once ror 
his lawyer and asked him what could 
be done. Hartridge obtained 
from 


'Justice Blanchard, in the Supreme 
court, an order directing the firm of 
Black, Olcott, Grnber & Bonynge to 
show cause why it should not turn 
over the papers in the Thaw case to 
Hartridge. It appears that Olcott has 
failed to turn over all papers in the 
case, though he was dismissed by 
Thaw as counsel. 
Mrs. Thaw and 


her lawyers have had no communica- 
tion with Hartridge and have ignored 
him entirely. It is said that until Ol- 
cott has been paicl for his services he 
has a lien'on the papers in his pos- 
session. It is not known 
whether 


Thaw has tried to settle the bill with 
his lawyers whom he dismissed.

more severe earthquake shocks are 
reported from Socorro, N. >!., extend- 
ing south to El Paso. A street car 
was thrown from the track. B. M. 
Filk, who has just returned 
from 


Socorro, says: 


'•While I was eating at the Wink- 


ler hotel, a shock knocked all 
the 


plaster from 
the walls. 
When 
I 


tried to walk it appeared as i£ the 
ground was rising up under my feet. 
Two-thirds of the houses in the towa 
arc cracked and tumbling down." 


Albuquerque, N. M., July 19 — The 


center of te earthquake disturbance 
is a zone 30 miles long by about 10 
milps wide, running from the Ladrone 
mountains southeast 
through Socor- 


ro, Sa.n Antonio and San Marcial. 


This side of the belt the shocks 


have been hardly felt. Each one is 
preceded by a loud 
rumbling like"1 


heavy thunder which can be heard 
f<pproaching from the northwest be- 
fore it reaches Socorro. 


Renor Baca, of Socorro, until re- 


cently district attorney, is in the city 
with his family. 
He says that peo- 


ple are leaving on every train and 
those who can not ride on the rail- 
road are leaving by wagon. About 
2,000 people are camping out in 
tents and no one dares to go indoors. 


Practically every residence 
and 


business block in the town has been 
irreparably damaged. 
There has 


been much distress among the people 
who are camping in the open, 
as 


heavy rains have fallen in the last 
two days one being the heaviest for 
.">0 years. 


Most of the people are going to El 


Paso, although many are coming to 
Albuquerque and Sacta Fe. 


The shocks 
general^- occur as 


short, sharp jerks, the ground seem- 
ing to slip violently. It is believed 
the adjustment of rock strata in. the 
ru^ert Ladrone and Magdala moun- 
tains is the cause of the continued 
shocks. 
Provisions 
are growing 


scarce and real distress is found 
among the refugees. 


"The noise and the quakes are 


frightful," said Mrs. J. F. Lesson, a 
refugee from Socorro. 
"I have ex- 


perienced earthquakes In Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, but never any- 
thing so sickening as these prolonged 
rockings and jerking of the earth, at 
Socorro. Water placed in a bowl wilt 
s-how continued vibrations between, 
the greater shocks, showing that the 
ear*h is never still. Not a house in

current tremor."

faults and caprices and foibles. Then 
there will be fewer unhappy mar- 
riages "' 


This was the startling proposal of 


Prof. Zeublin of the .university of 
Chicago, in explaining a recent lec- 
ture to the students, in which he at- 
tacke-1 present day standards of mo- 
rality. 


His plan outrivaled the proposal of 


George Meredith, the famous English. 
novelist, a year ago, that marriages 
be contracted for a definite period, 
say five years or ten years, and that 
a practical divorce go into effect at 
the end of that time with the consent 
of the two parties. 


"Our ideas on marriage 
are the 


outgrowth of our conventional ideas 
of morality/' says the 
professor.

It is fully two 
miles north of the court house square. 
There is, with comparatively little ex- 
pense, the possibility of making a 
water way extending one mile 
in 


length. The hill gives a fine view of 
the city, while grottos, groves, etc., 
would make it a lovely spot for. a 
fresh air artery, when TJtica has been 
annexed.
